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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant relies on language included in finally rejected claim 5. The cited claim was amended prior to Final 
rejection to include the feature of "reporting a fault condition in response to said enhanced logical address and said physical slot location 
of said selected device not being identical due to a connector defect at said physical slot location". Examiner respectfully submits that 
Odenwald. Patent No, 6,671,727 B1 suggests this limitation. In the cited reference (col. 1, line 55 to col. 2, line 7), a device added to or 
removed from the loop is assigned a different physical address. The devices will atempt to reacquire previously acquired physical 
addresses after initialization. The reacquisition of previous physical addresses "should be successful most of the times" (emphasis 
added). However, "conflicts can occur amongst the previously acquired addresses". As a result, the physical addresses are reassigned. 
Therefore, the reference teaches conflicts resulting from removal or addition of devices. While not explicitly stating that these "conflicts" 
arise from connector defects, the reference suggests that connection defects Vould resulf in address reassignment. 
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
